Mr.  Savage  repreaeated  th<<  premi 
of  this  I'rovlnco  and  the  national  or- 
ganization of  weelcly  newapapern  at 
the  Third  Imperial  J»r»'a«  ("onferenre 
held  recently  In  Melbourne.

Pooley's  men  were  agreeable  to  facili- 
tate by  all  lawful  means  tho  almost 
foverlah  deairo  of  the  maltsaed  Oov- 
emnseat  to  got  things  done.  There 
was  no  talk  of  dying  In  the  last  ditch, 
no  talk  of  dolns  anythlns  across  the 
dead  body  of  Hon.  Minister  of  Lands 
Pattullo.  There  wasn't  even  a  lone 
point  of  order  raised,  and  as  to  ap- 
pealing- with  gre/it  reluctance.  but 
with  equ.al  firmness  from  a  ruling  of 
the  chair,  it  would  have  been  dlfTlcult 
today  to  find  a  niemt>er  who  had  ever 
hoard  of  such  a  thins. 


This  delishtful  and  edifying  state  of 
affairs  continued  to  bo  delishtful  and 
edlfyins  until  a  more  aophlstleated  ex- 
planation waa  forthcoming.

The  honorable  and  gallant  member 
fop  Alt)eriil,  who  achieved  frei-h  dl.-" 
tlncUon  as  a  wit  with  his  four  in  ihe- 
mornlng*  spooeh  on  codim  moiitH  thla 
week,  nppaared  ia  aaotber  role  today. 
He  was  hoard  by  a  ayaspathoUc  House 
on  the  Msaad  reading  of  his  bUl  to 
amend  thsi  Mlnimam  Wage  Act.  By 
general  consent  Iw  nkado  out  a  good 
case  for  his  bill,  which  Is  designed  to 
extend  t<i  men  and  boys  the  I'rovlnlona 
c.f  the  exlatliiK  act  with  reK«rd  to 
w.'Mien  and  glr's  .Niajor  I'.urde  held 
the  House  with  his  storlea  of  real 
life  among  the  workers  of  British 
Columbia.  Ho  argued  that  the  lum- 
bar ladnotry  waa  dsvaauting  the 
proTlaoe  rather  tlwn  devsloplng  It — 
and  here  he  was  applauded  by  the 
oppoaitlon  benches — and  he  said  that 
If  the  forest  resources  of  the  country 
were  to  be  "cleaned  up,"  white  men 
aa  well  aa  Orlentala  should  have  a 
share  in  the  proceeds.

Kor  two  hours  this  afternoon  the 
House  was  content  to  5.it  b.-n  k  and 
watch  Hon.  Minister  of  L«ndM  I'at- 
tulio  and  Mr.  Arthur  Cochrane  of 
North  Oksnsgan.  as  they  piloted  the 
bill  to  amend  the  Water  Act  through 
the  committee  stage.  The  mlaMer 
showed  a  willingness  to  oonoodo  points 
to  his  friend  opposite,  and  Mr.  Coch- 
rane confirmed  the  House's  opinion 
of  him  aa  an  able  and  conaclontloua 
member.

WEATHER  PREDICTIOM* 

]i  is  floubtful  U  any  real  advance  m 
foretelling  the  weather  has  been  made 
daring  the  pact  half  century.  It  an 
rxn'-riinrntal  science  and  while  in  all 
experimental  sciencet  there  is  a  ten- 
dtficy  towards  perfectidn,  forecattinf 
in  this  narticiilar  leaves  very  much  to 
be  desired.  People  who  are  at  all 
««lt  informed  ol  tha  axparience  of 
the  patt  will  pay  very  little  heed  to 

is  the  purest  guestwork.  Some  25 
years  ago  a  Mr.  Henry  Vennor,  of 
Montreal,  who  wat  a  naturalist,  made 
a  series  of  weather  predictions  over 
a  \vi<l.-  area  of  country.  To  an  extent 
those  were  fulfilled  and  It  wat  said 
thftt  he  had  In  his  possession  records 
kept  by  meteorological  observert  for 
many  years  and  that  by  studying  them 
Im^  developed  a  theory  that  weather, 
oMiMons  repeated  themtclvct  in 
cyctoa,  and  that  thus,  by  fixing  the 
pari«>d  of  a  cycle,  the  weather  for  a 
time  ahead  could  be  foreseen.  He 
published  an  almanac,  but  hit  predic- 
tions went  astray  and  in  the  course 
of  time  the  almanac  ce.ised  to  exist. 
This  hat  been  the  experience  of  all 
long  range  predictions.   They  kave, 

ia  the  vast  majoriiN  't  rases,  gone 
astray.  Thoie  who  have  studied  the 
tcience  moH  closely  believe  that  from 
24  to  48  hours  is  the  safe  limit  that 
observers  can  give  themselves  for 
predictions,  and  this  la  tht  eiverience 
bdme  out  over  a  lonf  nnmbcr  of 
years. 

J 11  alt  ages  of  the  world  mankind 
ha*  attempted  to  explain  and  prog- 
nosticate the  changet  of  the  weather. 
Tlje  tubject.  however,  has  proved  too 
complicated.  There  are-  to  great  a 
nmlfitiide  of  <  ircnmsiances  to  be  taken 
into  account  that  no  theory  can  fur- 
nigh  f«l«t  for  4t«trmittinf  Hm  ardcr

Mr.  Mar- 
riott is  of  opinion  that  tbe  Attorney- 
General  ia  primarily  a  judicial  officer, 
and  is  tbe  chief  legal  adviser  of  the 
Kxccutivc  Government.  It  is  Kcallcd 
that  Sir  Kufu-.  Isaacs,  who  entered 
Mr.  Atquith't  Cabinet  in  1912.  was  the 
firtt  Attorney-General  to  be  given 
Cabinet  rank  in  Britain.  Mr.  Marriott 
doct  not  tuggest  that  an  Attorney- 
General  i«  on  the  same  footing  at  a 
Judge,  but  what  ha  does  maintain  is 
thar  it  is  of  the  highest  importance 
that  the  principle  of  the  separation  of 
(he  Executive  and  the  Judiciary 
thotitd,  as  far  as  is  practically  pot- 
tible,  be  maintained.  "To  impair  it," 
says  Mr.  Marriott,  *'la40  endanger  the 
most  priceless  heritage  of  the  indi- 
vidual citizen — personal  liberty."

The 
hope,  however,  is  beinj}  (  xprr^^ed 
that  the  inclusion  of  the  Attorney- 
General  in  the  Cabinet,  an  incluskm 
followed  ilacc  tb«:appaiMIMt  f f  Sir 
Rufus  Isaacs,  will  not  constitute  a 
precedent.  In  British  Columbia,  be- 
caute of  recent  developments,  it

.Anierua  than  I'lngli'li  Hugby  football 
could  give  expression  to  tuch  tempera- 
ment. Tbe  people  of  the  United 
Statet  do  not  like  the  idea  of  being 
dependent  upon  the  ^fete  nations  of 
Europe  for  any  of  ibeir  ioetitotioos. 
They  prefer  to  set  up  their  own  in- 
stitutions, or  institutions  which  they 
believe  to  be  their  own.  For  that 
matter  some  of  the  people  of  Kattern 
Canada  also  like  to  make  improve- 
ments in  the  games  taught  them  by 
their  forefathers  of  (ireat  Britain.  The 
brand  of  football  played  in  Eastern 
Canada  also  is  a  sort  of  groteeque 

imitatioa  of  F.nglish  Rugby  foothall.

Football  is  nevertheless  very  popu- 
lar with  flir  multitude  in  the  I'nited 
States.  We  doubt  whether  it  would 
be  popdar  but  for  the  fact  that  it  de« 

velops  individuality  and  produces 
"star"  players.  One  player  of  out- 
utanding  phytical  prowett  and  strength 
may  so  inspire  an  otherwise  mediocre 
side  that  that  side  gains  vic- 
tory after  victory  and  finally 
estabHahes  its  title  to  "the  cham- 
pionship of  the  world."  One 
such  "star"  has  been  developed  during 
the  present  football  season,  and  his 
reward  is  said  to  be  beyond  "all  the 
dreams  of  avarice."  Red  Grange 
collects  a  fortune  of  more  than  modf  .st 
proportions  in  his  hat  every  time  he 
appears  upon  the  football  "gridiron."

Knglish  Rugby  football  affords  no 
such  opportunities  to  the  most  brilliant 
piavrrs  of  the  game  Our  neighbors 
are  hero  worshippers,  and  they  cast 
dollars  by  the  ton  at  the  feet  of  their 

idols.  Spanish  bullfighters,  if  wi-  inn 
believe  all  the  stories  told  about  them, 
are  richly  rewarded  for  the  deftness 
and  skill  with  whfch  tbcy  dispatch 
dumb-driven  cattle  from  the  historical 
plains  of  Andalusia.  The  most  popu- 
lar hero  of  the  bull  rings  of  Madrid 
it  a  pauper  compared  with  the  Ameri- 
can heroes  of  the  prize  ring  and  this 
year's  hero  of  the  football  fields.  In 
the  old  uncivilized  days  the  reward  of 
the  gladiator  wat  temporary  acclaim 
and  ultimate  death.  In  thete  highly 
civilirffl  times  tbe  prizes  of  the  gladia- 
tor are  tumultuous  applause  and  as- 

eurad  affluence.

Tht  road  to  fame  and  fortune  for 

the  popular  athlete  is  easy  and  pleas- 
ant because  the  people  of  the  United 
State*  would  rather  pay  to  see  games 
played  by  sUtful  players  than  pfay 
games  themtelves.  This  generalization 
is  ttlll  true  notwithstanding  the  great 
and  the  increasing  popularity  of  golf; 
it  will  still  be  true  when  millions  more 

arc  playing  golf.
